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Professor William Douglas holds the dubious distinc- 
tion of being the smartest guy in prison — where he 
landed for killing the high-priced hooker who played him 

for a fool. 

The former Tufts University 
anatomy professor pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter and is serving an 
18- to 20-year term for the brutal 
sledgehammer slaying of 
21-year-old Robin Bene- 
dict. 

Confined to the North Cen- 
tral Correctional Institute in 
Gardner, Mass., Douglas has 
learned to cope with prison life 
in a way he couldn't when he 
roamed Boston’s sleazy Com- 
bat Zone with a pocketful of 
cash. 

Douglas, 42, financed a six- 
month sex spree with the 
pretty prostitute in 1983 by al- 
legedly stealing up to $65,000 
in research money from Tufts. 

In a sensational scandal over

the missing funds. Douglas 
was fired by the university, 
and when he ran out of money 
Robin quickly called off their 
commercial love affair. 

He eventually confessed to 
bashing the sex kitten's head 
in with a hammer and then 
dumping her body in a trash 
bin. 

Today Douglas is the busiest 
inmate in the medium security 
prison. 

“I just do my time by keep- 
ing busy,” the pudgy professor 
said. "I don't get lonely, I just 
stay busy. That way I go right

"I’m also a clerk for the 
prison education center — typ- 
ing memos and whatever — 
and am active in the chapel 
program,” Douglas said. 

"Next month I’m going to be 
teaching an inmates’ prere- 
lease course.” 

The professor who was 
taken by a streetwise hooker 
has also learned to get along 
with the toughest men in pris- 
on. 

“They respect him because 
of his education, sort of look 
up to him. He brought himself 
down to their level and gets 
along good,” said a guard.

Woman survives / 1-day bathroom ordeal 


In a chilling ordeal more horrifying than any 
nightmare, 71-year-old Leona Harrington was beaten 
and locked in a tiny bathroom for 11 days by her hus- 
band’s cold-blooded killer. 


Somehow, the spunky old- 
ster survived. 

“It’s a miracle she is alive,” 
said Richmond County, Ga., 
Police Lt Edward Wilhelm. 

The Augusta woman spent 
most of her time in the 
cramped 3 y 4 by 4‘A foot room 
banging and screaming for 
help and praying. Unfortu- 
nately, the neighbors couldn’t 
hear her because the bathroom 
was located in the interior of 
the house. 

"You talk about praying,”

said Mrs. Harrington. “I asked 
God, ‘Why do you take so long? 
Do you have too many other 
people to take care of?’ ” 
Finally, a neighbor checking 
on the couple heard faint 
screams coming from Mrs. 


Harrington and discovered the 
horror within. 

Mrs. Harrington’s ordeal 
began the day she and her hus- 
band John, 71, a retired Army 
officer, invited a handyman 
who had worked for them be- 
fore to give them an estimate 
on some cabinet work. 

Police said the man wanted 
guns and money. 

He tied up Harrington’s 
hands and feet and then stifled 


his cries by piling clothes on 
top of him. The victim died of 
suffocation. 

Then the man went after 
Mrs. Harrington. 

“He started beating me and 
hitting me — it was just a 
shock,” she recalled. 

The man shoved the older 
woman into the bathroom and 
locked her in. 

Police said there was no 
money in the house, but the 


man did drive off in the cou- 
ple’s car. 

"I still can’t believe that 
young man would do something 
like that,” said Mrs. Harrington. 

Mrs. Harrington’s first words 
when she was rescued were 
“Thank God.” 

Police have charged 19-year- 
old Patrick Roy Minor of 
Shawnee, Okla., with murder, 
aggravated assault with intent 
to kill, burglary and car theft.

Scores of ships and 
planes of all sizes have 
vanished without a trace 
in a mysterious twilight 
zone terrified sailors are 
calling the Triangle Of 
The Damned! 

More than 200 people 
have voyaged or flown into 
the eerie vortex only to dis- 
appear as though snatched 
into oblivion by some evil, 
unseen force. 

On a map of the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, the Triangle Of The 
Damned is illustrated by draw- 
ing a line from Sapri, Italy, to 
Trapani, Sicily, to Aleria, 
Corsica, and back to Sapri 

Over the past two decades, 
the deadly region has claimed 
more travelers than even the 
infamous Devil’s Triangle that 
spans the Caribbean Sea and 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The latest of those victims 
are two large, seagoing trawl- 
ers and Ionia — a coastal 
freighter of 19,000 gross tons 
with 32 people on board. 

The three vessels vanished 
in three successive nights of 
clear weather and calm seas. 

The first to sail into limbo 
was the 56-foot, steel-hulled 
trawler Sala, which carried a 
crew of eight and was fishing

within sight of the second 
trawler, Cassiopeia, with its 
crew of 11. 

The skipper of Cassiopeia 
had radioed authorities in 
Naples that he had clearly 
seen Sola’s running lights on 
the previous night, but at 
dawn the ship was nowhere 
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to be seen. The skipper, Vin- 
cenzo Bianci, gave Sola's last 
known position as about 46 
miles south southwest of the 
island of Ponza, and he agreed 
to stay in the area until a 
search plane arrived on the 
scene. 

But three hours later, when 
an Italian Coast Guard Breda- 
Nardi helicopter reached the 
area, Cassiopeia had disap- 
peared, too. 

After a brief search, and 
with its fuel supply dwindling, 
the chopper pilot put out an 
alert to all ships in the area to 
post a watch for debris and 
survivors, and headed back to 
his base. 

Capt. Jorge De Grazia, skip- 
per of Ionia, radioed that his 
ship would reach the area in 
three hours and would remain 
there overnight to watch for 
signal flares. 

The next morning, three 
Coast Guard helicopters ar- 
rived to take up the search for 
the missing trawlers. 

But soon they were involved 
in an even bigger hunt — the 
freighter Ionia was nowhere to 
be seen. 

“There was nothing any- 
where,” one chopper pilot re- 
ported. 

"There was no oil slick, no 
debris, no lifeboats. It was as if the freighter had been sucked 
into the depths of hell itself." 

The three ships and the crews that sailed them have not 
been seen since. Sala, Cassiopeia and Ionia are officially listed 
as missing and their crews are presumed "lost at sea.” 

The ships are but three of dozens that 
have disappeared in the ghostly Triangle Of 
The Damned. 

And countless air travelers have discov- 
ered that a trip into the eerie region can be- 
come a flight into eternity. 

Perhaps the most baffling mystery sur- 
rounds the disappearance of a DC-9 charter 
flight that took off from Bologna, Italy, on a 
flight to Palermo. Sicily, in June 1980. 

The hour and 45 minute flight began at 8 
p.m., with four crewmen and 77 passengers 
aboard — among them, 13 children. 

About 37 minutes later, the pilot radioed 
Ciampino Airport in Rome giving his position 
as over Ponza Island. It was the last earthly 
contact with the plane.

Crippled dad strangles 
killer log 
to save a 


girl's life

In a superhuman display of strength, crippled 
George Allison strangled a vicious 60-pound chow 
dog with his good right arm — as the savage beast 
tried to rip his paralyzed left arm to shreads! 

The 54-year-old disabled construction worker had raced 
to rescue his 8-year-old foster daughter Kerry when she was 
attacked by the rampaging do g after it was released from i ts 
pen by another child 



Allison — whose body was 
virtually broken to bits in a 
1976 industrial accident — 
made his one-arm kill in the 
backyard of a neighbor’s 
home in Rex, Ga., where 
Kerry and a group of other 
children were playing. 

“When the other kids 
came and told me what was 
happening, I just started 
running to help her,” Alli- 
son said from his bed in 
Clayton General Hospital. “I 
could hear her screaming, 
but I didn’t know exactly 
where she was. 

“I ran around the corner 
of my neighbor's house and 
came eye-to-eye with the 
dog. It just stood there, star-

ing right at me and growl- 
ing. 

“It backed off as though it 
was going to spring at me 
and I thought, ‘Come on! 
Try it.' 

"I was going to kick it in 
the head. Instead, it grabbed 
my leg and bit me a couple 
of times. 

“The other kids were still 
running around in the yard 
and I thought if it turned on 
them it would be real bad. 
So I put my paralyzed arm 
down to let him grab it." 

Allison said he fell on the 
dog and rolled with it on the 
ground until he could work 
his good arm under the dog’s 
neck. 

But he had all he could do 


just to maintain a hold on the 
enraged dog. 

“It wasn’t easy," he said. 
"That dog was 60 to 65 pounds 
of muscle. 

"But I figured it was either 
him or me. 

"I ripped my bad arm out of 
his mouth and used it to kind 
of hold him down. 

“Then, with my good arm 
around its neck, I started 
squeezing with every ounce of 
strength I could pull out of me. 


I just kept squeezing until the 
dog stopped moving.” 

Both Allison and his daugh- 
ter were taken to Clayton Gen- 
eral where Kerry underwent 
surgery to repair the severe 
wounds on her right leg. 

Her heroic father may need 
surgery to repair the numer- 
ous gashes on his leg and crip- 
pled arm. 

“I’m just glad the dog got 
my bad arm,” the courageous 
man said. “If it had got my 


good arm, I might not be alive 
today." 

Bob Wummer. who trains 
dogs for police and security 
work in Palm Beach County, 
Fla., said Allison apparently 
got a shot of "superhuman" 
strength from the adrenaline 
that surged through his body 
when he took on the crazed 
dog. 

“Without it, he could have 
been killed," the trainer told 
The NEWS.

by mistake! 

In a suit against Blake Me- 
morial Hospital in Bradenton, 
Fla., an attorney for the 
Troyers said Troyer, 82, be- 
came depressed because of the 
mistake and had a stroke a few 
days later. 

Since that time he no longer 
speaks with his wife or offers 
her companionship, the suit 
claimed. 

Troyer was admitted to 
Blake Hospital for a fractured 
hip and was nearly ready to go 
home when the enema error 
was made, Mrs. Troyer said. 

“It was part of a series of 
mistakes that the hospital 
made," she said. "His cousin 


Milo Troyer was in the hospital 
at the same time and on the 
same corridor and they kept 
mixing the two men up. 

“The day before they gave 
him the barium enema, they 
tried to give him a cardiology 
test intended for Milo. That 
time they caught their mis- 
take. 

“I called the nursing station 
and pointed out the possibility 
of error and asked them to 
please be careful. They as- 
sured me they would.” 

The next morning, however, 
Troyer was taken to the radi- 
ology department and given a 
barium enema, the suit claim- 
ed. The procedure caused hor- 


rible discomfort because Troy- 
er’s fractured hip was manipu- 
lated during the treatment and 
because he had not fasted 
prior to the test nor been 
properly prepared for the 
enema, the suit alleged. 

"Howard told me it was the 
most physically painful experi- 
ence he’d ever had,” Mrs. 
Troyer said. “They discovered 
the error almost immediately 
but once they shoot the barium 
in under pressure they have to 
go through with the whole 
procedure. 

“He tried to tell them he 
didn't think he needed the 
enema.” 

A hospital spokesman re- 
fused to comment on the suit 
after jurors made the $30,000 
award.

During the first phase of 
the study 100 male and fe- 
male subjects were intro- 
duced to a method of self-hyp- 
nosis.

research ended after six 
months when all of the sub- 
jects were able to put them- 
selves into a deep trance for 
15 minutes three times a day 
and needed no sleep at all. 

“These were ordinary men 
and women who were taught 
to shut down their minds and 


bodies at will, basically hiber- 
nating for a total of 45 
minutes per day,” Moureau 
said. “Accomplishing all this, 
they needed no sleep what- 
soever and had more energy 
than the control group which 
slept normally.” 

The documents reveal that 


in 1983 the Russians intro- 
duced the no-sleep method 
into regular military training 
among troops preparing for 
duty in Afghanistan and ex- 
panded the project to include 
civilian factory workers as 
well as school children. 

“The astounding five-year 


project ended in 1984 with 
10,000 Soviets having success- 
fully eliminated the need to 
sleep,” Moureau said. “The 
Russian scientists are con- 
tinuing to monitor these peo- 
ple while the government for- 
mulates plans to further ex- 
pand the program.”

Rifle-toting paramilitary police 
fended off 200 enrageckcoeds who 
stormed an all-male dormitory — 
to avenge a panty raid! 

The fuming femmes shouted curses, 
gestured obscenely and showered the 
pavement with bricks and bottles be- 
fore the government-supplied security 
contingent managed to disburse them 
with tear gas. 

“I was terrified and don't mind say- 
ing so,” declared a young man who wit- 
nessed the spectacle from the fourth 
floor of the men’s dorm at St. Stephens 
College in New Delhi, India. 

“I thought the panty raid was a big 
joke — now I know better. At this 
school, it could get you killed.” 

The narrowly averted disaster was, 
in fact, the latest vicious clash in an as- 
tonishing six-year war between the 
sexes on the prestigious campus. 

“We are at war with this woman- 
abusing culture,” said one of the furi- 
ous feminists. “And the loss of a single 
skirmish is not a defeat. 

"The panty raid was not an isolated 
incident, but a link in a chain of prac- 
tices that has relegated women to sec- 
ond-class status. 

"These practices will be paid for in 
premiums of blood, if necessary, until 
the chain is broken.” 

Tensions reached fever pitch after 
hundreds of panties were snitched 
from the ladies’ lockers and hung from 
a large cross on the St. Stephens cam- 
pus. 

Following the clash, college adminis- 
trators announced a dramatic boost in 
security to prevent further violence. 

The angry women countered with a 
campaign of reprisals, including a plan 
to disrupt classes if police didn’t leave 
campus and a vow to avoid “any and all 
relations" with men until the end of 
the semester! 

“All we want is peace — with jus- 
tice,” declared one young woman. “One 
way or another, we intend to get both. 


Widow sues cemetery over outrageous blunders

Ruth Tinnell was hor- 
rified and devastated 
when a stranger was 
buried next to her first 
hubby’s grave — in a 
plot she bought for her- 
self 30 years ago. 

It was the second time in 
three years that Louisville 
(Ky.) Memorial Gardens 
had buried a corpse in her 
long-reserved resting place. 

Two goofs were too much for 
Mrs. Tinnell, 67. She filed suit 
against the cemetery claiming 
“mental anguish,” severe night- 
mares and nervous tension be- 
cause of the incredible mix-ups. 

“I just blew up . . . and cried." she 
said in a court deposition. She said 
she suffered “terrible nightmares. 1 
would wake up . . . you know, perspir- 
ing and everything. And I, you 
know, would see hands hang- 
ing out of caskets. It’s horri- 
ble.” 

The cemetery solved the 
first mistake in 1980, quickly 
moving a body out of one of 
four plots Mrs. Tinnell paid for 
in 1954 after the death of her 
first husband, James Metcalfe. 

But the second blunder was 
a bigger problem because 
widow Bettye Sherrard didn’t 
want the body of her late hus- 
band, Billy Lee Sherrard, dug 
up and moved. She even inter- 
vened in Mrs. Tinnell's suit 
and demanded $30,000 from 
the cemetery. 

Cemetery veep James M. 

Robey said in a court deposi- 
tion that a record book in 1954 
had faded so badly by 
1980 that “it didn't look 
like the spaces had 
been deeded to any- 
one.” 

When asked by Mrs. 

Tinnell’s lawyer, Rocco 
Celebrezze, if the rec- 
ord book was straight- 
ened out after the 1980 
blunder, Robey said: “I 
hate to say that they 
weren’t. And for the 
same thing to happen 
twice is just inconceivable. But 
it (the book) never was chang- 
ed." 

A settlement has been 
reached in the suit to the satis- 
faction of all parties, but com- 
plete terms of the agreement were not made 
public. Celebrezze said Mrs. Tinnell got her four 
plots back and Sherrard’s corpse was moved. 
The settlement was signed by Chief Circuit 
Judge Laurence Higgins.

Breast cancer breakthrough 


Being uptight about 
your sexuality may actu- 
ally give you breast can- 
cer, says a shocking new 
study. 

Women who fail to recog- 
nize and deal with important 
sexual milestones in their 
lives are more than twice as 
likely to develop breast can- 
cer than women from compa- 
rable backgrounds who coped 
well with their sexuality, says 
Dr. Margaret Boyd of the Uni- 
versity of California in San 
Francisco. 

“Unresolved adolescent con- 
flicts about sexuality inflict a 


silent wound that in later life 
can increase a woman’s sus- 
ceptibility to disease, includ- 
ing breast cancer," said Dr. 
Boyd, author of The Silent 
Wound ; A Startling Report on 
Breast Cancer. 

The researcher found that 
women who hadn’t worked out 
problems that surfaced in ado- 
lescence had a much higher 
rate of breast cancer. They 
also were less aware of their 
body’s changes during pu- 
berty and menopause than the 
healthy women. 

Women with breast cancer 
dated on a regular basis later 
than the healthy women. They 


were more likely to have ex- 
perienced conflicts with their 
mothers, and tended to choose 
careers and interests that re- 
flected a more masculine tone. 

"These women are at 
greater risk, and they need to 
look at themselves and realize 
they can make changes. 

"It is most important that 
women talk about their own 
bodies and sexuality to help 
reduce their risk. They have 
to be more comfortable with 
their female biology, accept 
their physical and reproduc- 
tive aspects and recognize the 
importance of creativity in 
their lives," Dr. Boyd says.

Daws, answering a call to the Barnett Bank in Talla- 
hassee, Fla., ended up in a fierce hand-to-hand struggle 
for his life. 


Minutes before, a man en- 
tered the bank and tried to 
cash $1,750 in checks that were 
believed to have been stolen in 
a house burglary. 

The bank clerk called for po- 
lice. As Daws and another offi- 
cer arrived, the suspect was 
trying to drive off. Officer 
Gary Cashion parked his squad 
car so the suspect couldn’t 
drive off and then went into 
the bank to talk to the clerk. 

Meanwhile, Daws had ar- 
rived and tried to relieve the 
traffic jam caused by the 
blocked car. 

The suspect leaped into the 
police car to make a getaway 
and Daws went after him.

Daws 
found himself face-to-face with 
his own .357 magnum and 
heard the man growl:

Friends of 20-year-old Julie 
Allman said she was always a 
happy young woman until she 
began dating Willis, 26. 

“Geoff’s constant moaning 
and fits of depression got her 


down,” one friend said. “In the 
end he talked Julie into letting 
him kill her — and didn’t have 
the guts to kill himself.” 
Police in Bingham, England, 
said Willis had become in- 


creasingly depressed following 
the death of his mother. They 
said he eventually convinced 
Julie to join him in death. 

On the night of the shooting 
Willis and his girlfriend drove 
to an isolated spot outside 
Bingham where he shot her 
with a homemade “zip” gun 
that fires ball bearings, accord- 


ing to authorities. Police said 
Willis shot his sweetheart 
twice, but when she didn’t die 
instantly he got cold feet and 
decided not to turn the gun on 
himself. 

Willis pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter and was sentenced to 
four years in prison by Judge 
Tudor Price.

How you can 
spot a liar 

You can tell when someone is lying to you just by 
watching for a few simple clues, top psychologists say. 

Liars give themselves away with facial movements and 
voice changes they simply can’t control and if you learn what 
these tell-tale symptoms are you can 
learn to spot a fibber. 

“There are no absolute clues to 
lying itself, only to the emotions or 
kind of performance that accompany 
lies,” explained Dr. Paul Ekman, au- 
thor of a new book, Telling Lies ( W.W. 

Norton). “It’s complex. You’ve got to 
take into account such elements as 
whether the lie is likely to be poorly 
rehearsed, or what emotion would give 
away the lie. 

“Each type of lie has its unique set WORRY 

of clues. Facial clues should be confirmed by those of the voice 
or body.” 

Here are some giveaways to lying 
indicated by Dr. Ekman, along with 
University of Virginia psychologist 
Bella DePaulo, who is also studying 
lying behavior. 

Movements of the Facial Muscles: 
Certain muscle movements of the face 
cannot be consciously controlled and 
therefore offer excellent clues to a 
person’s truthfulness. 

• The signal of distress or worry is 
the lifting of the inner part of the eye- 
brows. It signifies guilt or genuine dis- 
tress and most people cannot do it at will. Lifting the entire 
brow shows surprise. 

• Anger is displayed when a person 
narrows their mouth, tightens the red 
margin of the lips, and lowers and 
draws the brows together. 

• Fear — an emotion frequently 
felt by the liar — is signaled by mov- 
ing the eyebrows up and pulling them 
together. “Not a single person we have 
tested can produce this reaction delib- 
erately,” Dr. Ekman said. 

• The feigned smile is a good indi- 
cation that someone is fibbing. It is 
very likely to be uneven — even 
though both sides of the face make the same motions, one side is 
usually stronger than the other side, and this creates a lopsided 

expression. 

Voice and Speech Changes: Try as 
they may to control them, most people 
can't hide subtle changes in the pitch 
of their voice and other patterns. 

• Responses are shorter, slower, 
higher pitched and more negative 
when someone is lying. 

• Liars are less fluent in their 
speech. They are more hesitant, and 
make more grammatical errors and 
slips of the tongue. 

Body Language: The way people 
move and position themselves — even 
the way they use their eyes — can indicate lying. 

• Fibbers avoid eye contact. 

• The pupils of their eyes dilate and they blink less. 

• Liars make fewer head movements and they are less 
likely to change their body position. 

"You can’t tell if someone is lying in some circumstances,” 
warned Dr. Ekman. 






Mishap came after student had flunked 


A driver’s-license examiner 
was tragically killed when a 
student driver pulled into the 
path of an oncoming car — on 
her road test! 

James Gustafson, 58, had al- 
ready decided to flunk An- 
nette Stripling, 27, when she 
shot in front of the car that 
broadsided them, cops said. 

“It’s the kind of thing people 
laugh and joke about without 
thinking it ever really hap- 
pens,” said Joe Childs, chief 
examiner at the licensing bu- 


reau in Denver, Colo. “It’s a 
very tragic situation, indeed.” 

Despite her age, Miss Strip- 
ling was trying to get her li- 
cense for the first time, Childs 
said. Although she wasn’t 
aware of it at the time of the 
accident, Gustafson’s notes 
show that he had already ques- 
tioned her ability to drive. 

Police detective Brad Hoage 
said Miss Stripling apparently 
came to a complete stop at the 
fatal intersection, then pulled 
out and collided with a car 


driven by 19-year-old Bret 
Lerner. 

Both Lerner and the woman 
were treated for minor in- 
juries, he said, adding that she 
was charged with failure to 
yield right of way. 

“It’s not unusual for student 
drivers to have accidents with 
examiners aboard, but this is 
the first fatality I’m aware of, 
said Childs. 

"The thing is, James held 
his job for 14 years and was 
never in wreck one.”

Dot warns: 
Green spuds 
poisonous 


A deadly poison lurks in a 
common, everyday food, ex- 
perts say, and they’re warning 
consumers to beware of the 
culprit — green potato skins! 

Green spuds contain a 
chemical called solanine that 
can cause neurological and in- 
testinal disorders, according 
to nutrition specialist Karla 
Hughes of the University of 
Missouri-Columbia, and it can 
be fatal. 

“The compound cannot be 
boiled away or fried out," Dr. 
Hughes said. 

She recommends the follow- 
ing precautions: 

• Don’t eat potatoes that 
have become green or bitter. 
Trim away the green part. 
Also avoid eating the potato 
sprouts. 

• Avoid fried potato skins 
that are green in color. 

• Store potatoes in a dark 
place so they don’t turn green.

That is the conclusion of 
Robert Graham, who founded • 
the Repository of Germinal 
Choice, a sperm bank in Escon- 
dido, Calif. 

He has the semen of three 
Nobel Prize winners and other 
super smart oldsters locked in 
the vault, but he has trouble 
giving it away. 

“I guess women always pick 
younger men if they get a 
choice," said Graham, who said 
a “tall, dark and handsome" 
Olympic Gold Medal winner is 
the pick of the litter. 

Graham had hoped to pro- 
duce incredibly bright chil- , 
dren by using the sperm of 
successful men with high IQs 
to impregnate women of simi- 
lar intelligence levels. 

The dossiers of the two 
dozen donors sound like a 
who's who of high-priced 
horses at a thoroughbred sale. 
The men aren't identified, but 
each is given a number and 
color-coded with a background 
summary. 

The program has produced 
15 children so far. 

“IQ testing won’t be conclu- 
sive until they reach an older 
age, young adulthood, but all 
of the children born to date are 
bright, healthy and happy,” 
said Graham. 

Donors have IQs of 140 to 
170. Women who received the 
semen are carefully screened. 

They must be under the age 
of 39 and married, and their 
doctor must sign a statement 
that they’re in very good 
health and have no genetic de- 
fects. Only half of the 150 ap- 
plicants have been chosen for 
artificial insemination, which 
produces births 20 to 25 per- 
cent of the time. 

The women pay only ship- 
ping costs on the 4.5 cubic cen- 
timeters of sperm. # 


America's deadly game? 


Worried parents across the 
country have banned together to 
warn others about the popular 
fantasy game Dungeons and 
Dragons, claiming that as many as 
a dozen young players died vio- 
lently. 

The concerned parents are pushing 
to have a warning label placed on the 
games played by some three million 
high school and college students. 

But Dieter Sturm, a spokesman for 
TSR Hobbies, a Lake Geneva, Wis., 
company that manufactures the game, 
said Dungeons and Dragons is no more 
sinister than such board games as Mo- 
nopoly and thinks a warning label is 
unnecessary. 

“You’re going to have to label every- 


thing from soup to nuts," Sturm said. 
"What are you going to do, put a label 
on your dog, saying this animal might 
bite if you’re not careful?” 

Pat Pulling, whose 16-year-old son 
killed himself just hours after a curse 
was placed on him during a Dungeons 
and Dragons game, disagrees. 

“You do not casually play this game, 
just like you do not casually take her- 
oin," the Richmond, Va., woman said. 
“This game captures youths totally. It 
stimulates their imaginations, all 
right, but it’s imagination of killing 
and horror.” 

Mrs. Pulling filed suit against TSR 
after her son’s 1982 suicide, but the 
case was dismissed. 

Critics of the game also say 14-year- 
old James Alan Kearbey was a Dun- 


geons and Dragons enthusiast last Jan- 
uary when he allegedly walked into his 
high school in Goddard, Kans., and 
opened fire, killing the principal and 
wounding three others. 

But TSR spokesman Strum said the 
game can’t be held responsible for 
teenage violence. 

“There’s a raging epidemic across 
the country of teen suicides,” he said. 
“It’s a real serious problem. But you 
also have to understand that with 
three million players and six thousand 
teens taking their lives every year, 
some of these kids may happen to have 
played D&D. 

“But some may have played sports, 
too,” Sturm said. “Where do you draw 
the line?"

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SATAN'S 

VICAR 


He was born Herman Webster Mudgett on May 16, 1860, 
but he went to the gallows 36 years later as H.H. Holmes, a 
fiendish vicar of Satan who became one of the vilest mass mur- 
derers in American history! 

At various times, he admitted to killing as many as 27 men, women and 
children. Some say he spilled the 
blood of at least 200, while more 
conservative estimates put the 
number between 50 and 100. 

Whatever the gory body count, it is 
almost certain that Holmes carried 
out most of his butchery on the inno- 
cent, love-starved young women lie 
lured to his grim three-story “Castle 
of Death” on Chicago’s south side. 

Raised on a farm in Burlington, Vt., 
he became a teacher at 16. Two years 
later, he married 18-year-old Clara 
Lovering. 

As a medical student, he had a keen 
interest in the female body. But after 
tiring with his studies, he became 
adept at horse thieving, swindling 
and forging. Then, he built his hotel 
in Chicago. 

The first floor housed various 
stores and shops. The second and 
third floors contained about 100 
rooms. Some were for his offices and 
living quarters, while the rest were 


for guests, many of whom were never seen 
again. 

Chicago police who eventually discovered 
the grisly secret of the Castle of Death, as it be- 
came known in the press, described one room as 
an unlighted “asphyxiation chamber with gas 
connections.” The room had no windows, the 
doors were stoutly bolted and the walls were 
padded with asbestos. 

Most of the rooms boasted the gas 
connections while others featured 
false-bottom floors. Some rooms 
were lined with iron plating and 
others had blowtorch-like tools of 
death. Various rooms had chutes to 
transport his corpses to his second- 
floor laboratory or to his basement 
crematory and lime pits. 

Holmes’ victims came in answer to 
his newspaper ads offering good jobs 
or prospects of marriage. 

It came to light only when he was 
being tried in Philadelphia for the 
earlier murder of Benjamin Pitzel — 
his accomplice in an insurance scam

The horrible H.H. Holmes 
and his Castle of Death 


gone sour. When Chicago police 
searched the Castle they found his 
blood-spattered dissecting table and 
the charred bones of his victims in 
the crematory ash pit. 

Holmes was convicted of the mur- 
der of his partner in crime and sen- 


tenced to hang. On May 27, 1896, he 
confessed to killing 27 people, but 
gave no details. 

Then he climbed the 13 steps of the 
gallows in Philadelphia and screamed 
a curse on the heads of all connected 
with his execution.

An amateur skywatcher 
claims to have made the 
first visual sighting of Hal- 
ley’s Comet since 1911 — 
but it remains to be seen if 
his unusual feat will make 
history. 

Stephen O’Meara of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., said that he 
spotted the comet while peer- 
ing through a 24-inch reflect- 
ing telescope on a mountaintop 
in Hawaii. 

A visual sighting is one 
made by looking directly 
through a telescope rather 
than using electronic or photo- 
graphic equipment. 

There’s no way to prove he 
actually saw the comet — and 
some of his fellow astrono- 
mers have expressed their 
doubts. 

On the other hand, some be- 
lieve he really did see it, even 
though it would have been 40 
times fainter than any comet 
ever seen visually if he spied it 
when he said he did. 

The only thing for sure is 
that everyone will get to see it 
next year, when it swoops close 
to Earth on its 76-year orbit 
through space.

There is little the villagers 
can do to protect themselves 
because the Bengal tiger is 
still considered an endan- 
gered species and is protected 
by Indian law. 

In the Sunderbans Reserve 
Forest alone, 87 people were 
killed in a two-week period. 
Nine of them were children 
and one was a 10-day-old baby 
who was devoured in seconds 
in full view of the infant’s 
horror-stricken mother. 

The mother, Calada Gla- 
desh, 17, lost three fingers of 
her right hand when she tried 
to snatch her tiny son from 
the tiger’s crushing jaws. 

“The beast came right 
into the mother’s shack,” 
said interior official Chan- 
dra Tamuli. 

In the nearby village of 
Kanpada, 56 people were 
killed when at least 18 Ben- 
gals went on a four-day ram- 
page that left virtually no 
home untouched by tragedy. 

In addition to the dead of 


Kanpada, 87 men, women and 
children were left horribly 
crippled or disfigured. 

West Bengal forest ranger 
Priyothosh Roy said the mur- 
derous attacks will continue 
as the tiger population — now 
estimated in excess of 40,000 
— continues to grow. 

"Actually, the problem is 
insoluble,” Roy declared. 

“The tigers are protected 
by law and they cannot be 
hunted and killed. It would 
appear that human life is of 
lesser value. 

“Our efforts to prevent the 
killings have failed. We have 


used electrified dummies to 
make the tigers afraid of hu- 
mans — but they never touch 
them." 

But as the savage attacks 
continue and the death toll 
rises, frightened villagers are 
beginning to take matters 
into their own hands. In re- 
cent days, five big tigers have 
been found shot to death and 
more killings are expected. 

“Tell me, why should the 
government protect the tigers 
who are killing us by the hun- 
dreds?” asked Binala Mondal, 
whose husband and son are 
among the most recent to die.

Authorities trying to stop a widow 
from throwing herself on her husband’s 
funeral pyre touched off a massive riot 
by 50,000 people who gathered to watch 
the ritual suicide. 

Jaswant Kanwar, the 
and her eight children 
were furious when the 
police moved in to 
prevent her fiery sui- 


45-year-old widow, 
cide. Countless specta- 
tors were injured in 
the riot that ensued. 

At least 50,000 people gathered on a riverbank in the vil- 
lage of Devipura, India, to 
watch the widow’s death on 
the funeral pyre of her 50- 
year-old husband, Ganpat 
Singh Sekhawat. 

But police moved in mo- 
ments before the widow 
could roast herself alive in 
the outlawed Hindu rite 
known as suttee. 

Lawmen said a number of 
officers were hurt when the 
disappointed crowd turned 
into a rock-throwing mob. 

Police responded by shoot- 
ing into the air and firing

tear gas into the hostile 
crowd, causing a stampede in 
which several people were 
trampled. 

A government spokesman 
said the widow returned to 
her home in the village after 
her suicide was thwarted. 
She has been chanting reli- 
gious mantras and has re- 
fused to eat or drink ever 
since. 

The practice of suttee dates 
back to the 18th century 
when India’s Hindus were 
ruled by Moghuls. Rather 
than face imprisonment or 


forced marriage to the invad- 
ers, Hindu wives burned 
themselves in their hus- 
bands’ funeral fires. 

Suttee gradually became 
socially acceptable and some 
young Hindu widows were 
even forced to kill them- 
selves during the late 1800s. 

The Indian government 
outlawed suttee several years 
ago but it is still practiced by 
many devout Hindu women 
who consider it a duty to join 
their husbands in death.

Spring fever isn’t something invented by poets and 
lovers — it’s a genuine bod i ^reaction to nature’s shift 
in seasons, experts say. 


And although it involves 
moods of dreaminess and ro- 
mance, it can also bring irrita- 
bility, aggressiveness, frustra- 
tion, restlessness and suicidal 
thoughts, says Dr. Michael A. 
Persinger of Laurentian Uni- 
versity in Canada. 

“In many respects spring fe- 
ver has two edges," Persinger 
told The NEWS. “It involves 
more ups and downs in moods 
and this means both good and 
bad moods. 

“People suffer from rest- 
lessness, lowered concentra- 
tion, irritability and a feeling 
there’s more to life. They ex- 
perience less pleasure, more 
squabbles with co-workers and 
family, and suffer constipation 


and sleep disturbances. Most 
people adjust, but it’s actually 
a very stressful time.” 

Spring fever is at its peak in 
the months of March, April 
and May, coming on after the 
"winter blahs." 

“The winter blahs turn into 
spring irritability," Persinger 
said. “You get one or two nice 
days where you can increase 
your activity and then, if you 
go back to winter, you get a 
strong feeling of irritability 
and aggression. 

“It’s warmer outside, there’s 
more contact with other peo- 
ple. Schoolkids don’t pay atten- 
tion, they get in fights. The 
suicide rate is highest during 
this time.”
